The 
full 1R45 income tax 
was 


withheld regularly in 1945 from the 
wages or salaries of about •10,000,- 
000 people They knew early last 
year it would be deducted 


So they didn't have to file an 


estimate or make any 
quarterly 


payments The full tax was deduct- 
ed from wages or salaries up to 
$5,000 


But last March 15 about 10,000,- 


000 people did have to file an esti- 
mate Those who had to do this 
were 


1. Persons whose 
1945 wage 


were more than 35,000, plus $500 
for each exemption besides a tax- 
§ayer's own exemption. Example: 


tnith, with wife and child, 
had 


two exemptions besides his own. If 
his wages exceeded 86,000 (S5.000, 
plus S500, plus $500) he had to file 
a 1945 declaration of estimated in- 
come and the tax on it.

2. Persons who had more thari 


§100 income in 1945. in addition to 
vie wages rrom which tax regular- 
ly was withheld. Example: Smith's 
wages were $t,uOu. t'uil tax was 
withheld from that. But he figured 
to get. S200 from renting a room. 
He'd, have to make quarterly pay- 
ments on the tax on S200. 


3. Persons — like 
merchants, 
landlords, doctors, lawyers —who 
received income from which taxes 
were not withheld. They had to 
make an estimate on their income 
ana tne tax ciue on it ,ar.d then pav 
the tax in quarterly installments. 


4. Farmers. Under the law farm- 


ers didn't have to file an estimate 
in 1945 on 1945 income but were 
allo"-"d until Jan. 15, 1946, to do 
so. They must pay the full tax by 
'JH"')H| V lo. 


If you're making your final quar- 


terly payments — and don't have 
to make changes in your estimate 
— just pay the fourth and final 
bill sent you by the internal reve- 
nue collector. 


If you find you under-estimated 
your tax by less than 20 per cent 
you can go ahead and pay 
your 
bill. Then, on March 15 whon all 
50,000,000 taxpayers of 1945 must 
file a final return — you can file 
your final return, make the cor- 
rection, and pay what you owe. 
- Suppose you underestimated 
by 
more than 20 per 
c'ent. Since 
there's a penalty for this, you must 
correct the mistake by January 15 
and pay in full by that date the 
tax owed on 1945 income. 


You can do this on form 1040-es. 
That's what it's for. If you want 
to save yourself extra trouble, use 
form 1040. Thus, by correcting the

A joint Is formed al the point 


where one bone meets another. 
Joint pains and stiffness 
results 


from 
changes in or around the 


joints, which arc surrounded by 
tough capsules and 
lined 
with 


smooth, velvety membranes. The 
ligaments of muscles which orig- 
inate above help to support a joint 
as they pass to their insertion be- 
low. 
All these structures 
must 


work together to develop efficient 
action. 


Joint stiffness is caused by ad- 


hesions, injury to the joint cap- 
sule, 
ligaments or muscles, in- 


flammation 
or 
fractures. 


In an injury 
of a joint, 
the 


capsule and 
ligaments may be 


torn. When these heal, the joint 
may be left encased in scar tissue, 
but this can be 
broken up by 


stretching. 


If a fracture involves 
a joint, 


the cartilage with which the ends 
of the bone are pddded also may 
be torn. If In healing, the joint 
surfaces arc 
replaced by 
new 


bone formation, a special opera- 
tion will be necessary to restore 
motion. 
RESPONSIVE TO DRUGS 


Inflamed joints are red, swollen 


hot, 
painful and have limited mo- 


tion. Joint infection follows injury 
or infcctiop elsewhere in the body.1 
The joints arc actually inflamed 
in rheumatic fever as part of a 
general infection. Acute arthritis 
usually responds to specific drugs

Roman army, was a man of Ihe 
highest moral type, yel unsaved. 
God in him demonslraled lhal 
morality alone will nol save. He 
was devoul, reverent, benevo- 
lent, and prayerful. He was also 
a Gentile, and though the gospel 
was provided for "all the world" 
it had not until now been receiv- 
ed by Genliles. 
Once while he 


prayed an angel of God appeared 
unlo him, inslrucling him to send 
for Peler al Joppa, who would 
tell him what he ought lo do lo 
be saved. 
Peler, an aposlle and gospel 


preacher, was a Jew, and had 
according to Jewish -law never 
associated wilh Genliles. 
One 


day as Peler 
prayed 
on Ihe 


housetop in Joppa, the Lord ap 
peared to him in the vision. A 
great sheel was let down from 
heaven before him, which con 
lained "all manner of fourfool 
ed beasls of Ihe earth." The 
Dord commanded him to "kill 
and eat," 
but Peler refused, 


claiming that he had . "never 
ealen .anylhing lhat is common 
or unclean."

manded him lo believe. 
The 
Jews prcscnl were "astonished" 
because Ihe Gentiles had re- 
ceived the Spirit, which evi- 
denced God's approval of the 
~ enlilc race. They were con- 
vinced that "God also to the 
Gentiles (has) granted repent- 
ance unlo life."

A joint Is formed al the point 


where one bone meets another. 
Joint pains and stiffness 
results 


from 
changes in or around the 


joints, which arc surrounded by 
tough capsules and 
lined 
with 


smooth, velvety membranes. The 
ligaments of muscles which orig- 
inate above help to support a joint 
as they pass to their insertion be- 
low. 
All these structures 
must 


work together to develop efficient 
action. 


Joint stiffness is caused by ad- 


hesions, injury to the joint cap- 
sule, 
ligaments or muscles, in- 


flammation 
or 
fractures. 


In an injury 
of a joint, 
the 


capsule and 
ligaments may be 


torn. When these heal, the joint 
may be left encased in scar tissue, 
but this can be 
broken up by 


stretching. 


If a fracture involves 
a joint, 


the cartilage with which the ends 
of the bone are pddded also may 
be torn. If In healing, the joint 
surfaces arc 
replaced by 
new 


bone formation, a special opera- 
tion will be necessary to restore 
motion. 
RESPONSIVE TO DRUGS 


Inflamed joints are red, swollen 


hot, 
painful and have limited mo- 


tion. Joint infection follows injury 
or infcctiop elsewhere in the body.1 
The joints arc actually inflamed 
in rheumatic fever as part of a 
general infection. Acute arthritis 
usually responds to specific drugs

Roman army, was a man of Ihe 
highest moral type, yel unsaved. 
God in him demonslraled lhal 
morality alone will nol save. He 
was devoul, reverent, benevo- 
lent, and prayerful. He was also 
a Gentile, and though the gospel 
was provided for "all the world" 
it had not until now been receiv- 
ed by Genliles. 
Once while he 


prayed an angel of God appeared 
unlo him, inslrucling him to send 
for Peler al Joppa, who would 
tell him what he ought lo do lo 
be saved. 
Peler, an aposlle and gospel 


preacher, was a Jew, and had 
according to Jewish -law never 
associated wilh Genliles. 
One 


day as Peler 
prayed 
on Ihe 


housetop in Joppa, the Lord ap 
peared to him in the vision. A 
great sheel was let down from 
heaven before him, which con 
lained "all manner of fourfool 
ed beasls of Ihe earth." The 
Dord commanded him to "kill 
and eat," 
but Peler refused, 


claiming that he had . "never 
ealen .anylhing lhat is common 
or unclean." Then God replied, 
"Whal God has cleansed, lhal 
call nol thou common." 
This 


had a spiritual significance, anc 
referred to the Genliles, as Peter 
laler saw. 


When Ihe servanls of Cornelius 


came for Peler, God instruclec 
him lo "go with them, doubling 
nothing: for I have sent them.' 
The next day Peter went dowi 
to Cesarea to Cornelius, laking 
in company 
a group of hi 


Jewish brethern. Peter began 


o preach, and Cornelius related 
lis vision (nol his "experience 
of grace"). As Peter preached 
Ihe Hoi/ Spirit came upon Cor- 
nelius, after 
Peter 
had com- 


manded him lo believe. 
The 
Jews prcscnl were "astonished" 
because Ihe Gentiles had re- 
ceived the Spirit, which evi- 
denced God's approval of the 
~ enlilc race. They were con- 
vinced that "God also to the 
Gentiles (has) granted repent- 
ance unlo life." 
(Acls 11:18) 
Peler laler gave this as evidence

God 
accepled 
Genliles, 


when a dispule over this arose 
in the church, saying, 
"And 


(God) 
put no difference between 


us (Jews) and Ihem (Genliles), 
purifying Iheir hearls by faith."

Con- 
gress specifically directed the REA 
lo provide loans for power lines

utility companies

opportunity for profit to make he 
investment. 


When farmers in a locality want 


electricity in 
their 
homes 
and 


stores, they band together in a co- 
operative, apply for a government 
loan, and contract for their own 
power lines. They buy eloctricly 
from government power project' 
or from private utilities; or, 
i,, 


some cases, they own their own 
generating plants. 


Since they are non-profit organi- 


zations, they are exempt from "fed- 
eral income lax, and this, the util- 
ity companies maintain, gives the 
co-ops an unfair advantage in that 
Ihey make no direct contribution 
to the costs of the federal govern- 
ment which encourages and safe- 
guards them. When the co-ops hiivc 
paid operating cosls and interest 
and loan amortization, they 
may 


refund any profit balance lo mem- 
bers who, of course, would be sub- 
ject to income tax on it.

REA Statsitics 
In 1935, when REA was estab- 


lished, only 11 per cent of the na 
lion's farms were electrified. Con- 
gress specifically directed the REA 
lo provide loans for power lines 
extension lo farm homes 
where 


utility companies 
found 
to litlle 


opportunity for profit to make he 
investment. 


When farmers in a locality want 


electricity in 
their 
homes 
and 


stores, they band together in a co- 
operative, apply for a government 
loan, and contract for their own 
power lines. They buy eloctricly 
from government power project' 
or from private utilities; or, 
i,, 


some cases, they own their own 
generating plants. 


Since they are non-profit organi- 


zations, they are exempt from "fed- 
eral income lax, and this, the util- 
ity companies maintain, gives the 
co-ops an unfair advantage in that 
Ihey make no direct contribution 
to the costs of the federal govern- 
ment which encourages and safe- 
guards them. When the co-ops hiivc

before

World War Two. 
They joined an army major and 


six other Americans who were or- 
ganizing native guerrillas in

area. The mission was to observe 
weather conditions and the move- 
ment of Jap garrisons.

Goering is 
Accused at 
War Trials 


By ANN STRINGER 
Nuernberg, Jan. 8 — (UP) — 


Reichsmarshal Hermann 
Cuering 
was accused before the war crimes 
tribunal today of telling his Nazi 
colleagues on May 27, 1930, that 
thenceforth nil 
German 
govern- 


ment measures should be consid- 
ered "with a view of waging war." 
Goering was the target of 
the 


first blast at the Nazi leaders when 
the prosecution swung suddenly to 
a presentation of evidence against 
individual defendants. 
Ralph G. Albrecht of the Ameri- 


can proscuction staff told of 
a 


meeting of Nazi government offi- 
cials at vyhich Goering announced 
Ins intention of putting Germany's 
whole economy on a war footing 
within four years. 


Albrecht said the warlike state- 


ments Goering made to his asso- 
ciates were documented by memo- 
randa from government ministries 
in Berlin. 


At another time, Albrecht said 


Goering 
told 
Hjalmar 
Schacht, 


Nazi financial wizard and another 
uf the current defendants, that it 
war came tomorrow money would 
be useless and he must use sub- 
stitutes. He accused Schacht of try- 
ing to hoard foreign exchange. 


Albrecht said hand-written min- 
utes of a meeting at the German 
air 
ministry 
on Dec. 2, 1936, 
showed Goering saying that world 
leaction to the landing of German 
troops in Spain was most serious, 
with Russia seeking war and Brit- 
ain preparing for war. 


Goering ordered Germany put in 


the highest degree of readiness and 
said the Reich needed "peace until 
1941, but we cannot tell whether we 
shall be involved beforehand. We 
already are in a state of war." 


This document 
was 
found 
in 
Goering's private office at the air 
ministry in Berlin last October and 
was turned over to the war crimes 
proseuction staff. 


Albrecht said Goering provided 
the keystone of "legality" in the 
Nazi seizure of power in 1933 by 
forcing an enabling act through the 
Reichstag, of which he was presi- 
dent. 


Even before that, Albrecht said, 


Goering began to remove political 
opponents of Nazis 


Goering sat calm and outwardly 
moved as 
Albrecht 
described 
him "in some respects more dan- 
gerous than the fuehrer himself." 
Goering wore a clean, well pressed 
gray suit with brass buttons. 


Albrecht observed that Goering, 
like some of the other Nazis, was 
not a social outcast but came of 
good family and had an ingratiat- 
ing manner "all but concealing his 
inner stel, vindicliveness, cruelty, 
lust for self glorification and lust 
for power." 


Before the individual proseuction 
began, the tribunal heard that Ges- 
tapo men imprisoned 487 Czech 
priests during a German campaign 
to smash the Catholic church 
in 


Austria and Czechoslovakia.
